lethargy, the authoritics winked at this for 
some time. Driven at last to action by 
the importunity of the inhabitants, the 
Mandarins interested have taken severor 
measures, and during the Iast six months 
havo had some measure of succesa, The 
best haul they have hitherto had was on 
the evening of March 2, when some five 
soldiers frém Foochow, armed with Mausers, 
Jay in wait ato point on the river about 100 
miles North of Amoy, A band of thirty 
marauders were preparing to attack and rob 
a heavily-laden boat anchored for the night 
hy the side of the rivor. The five soldiers 
wore some distance away, but their weapona 
were botter than those of tho robbers, 
and atthe first shot each of the five men 
accounted for one of the robbers. Two 
wore killed outright: two more were 
wounded, but able to run away with 
the ‘others, only to die, however, acon 
after eaching their homes: the 
fifth was wounded in the leg and 80 
could not get away. The soldiers promptly 
killed him as soon as they got to him, and 
decapitated him, taking his head as o 
trophy to their superiors as a pruof of their 
valour, and in order to claim the reward 
their action estitled them to; This suc. 
cessful brush with the highway-men will 
do much to instil a whalesome fear into 
the hearts of those yet remaining, and will 
help to clear the district of these miscreante 
who havo for so long & time victimised ‘a 
large neighbourhood, paralysing traffic up 
and down tho river and seriously hindor- 
ing trade, We can but desire that the 
authorities will not relax their vigilance 
until the whole district is clear of these 


pests.
